The present trouble between the 
San Francisco municipal govern- 
ment and the Spring Valley Water 
Company is but the outgrowth of 
the short-sighted policy followed 
by the business men of that busy 
city in neglecting to pay proper at- 
tention to the selection of honest, 
capable men to administer.city af- 
fairs. The city has been at the 
mercy of ward politicians for years, 
and men of Dennis Kearne;’s stripe 
have carried things with a high 
hand, unmolested by honest men, 
until the city government has be- 
come as rotton asa decayed salmon, 
and hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars have been recklessly squander- 
ed and stolen. Property-holders 
will have to stepin and take the 
governmental reins inte their own 
hands if they want good govern- 
ment. The war now progressing 
between the city and water compa- 
ny shows what a pitiable condition 
the city is in; and the better classes 
just begin to realize how negligent 
they have been in public matters. 
A Board of Supervisors, put in 
charge ef an important trust by 
ballots cast by the lew, thieving, 
disreputable element, given full con- 
trol of elections by a thoughtless 
people, have at one stroke reduced 
water rates 374 per cent. The wa- 
ter companies very naturally ob- 
joct to having their property de- 
stroyed, and dispute the City Coun- 
cil’s right to confiscate its earnings 
(for it amounts to that), without 
giving it a chance to prove the in-

Bogardus, neither had missed for some 
time and the excitement was high 
among the crowd; but the contestants 
were cool and determined. Bogardus 
missed the ninety sixth, and Carver, 
without a miss, ran out, defeating his 
antagonist by one bird—Carver 83, 
Bogardus 82; time, two hours and 
forty minutes. There was nothing to 
mar good teeling, the match passing 
off pleasantly and without a single 
protest. The crowd cheered lustily at 
the finish, and all joined in heartily 
congratulating Carver on his closely 
won-victory. Carver's stakes and 
gate money amount to over fifteen 
hundred dollars. 


Timber Land Entries. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 6. 

A bill is betore Congress to the ef- 
fect that any person applying for the 
benefits of the timber culture laws 
shall make his entry in person at the 
proper local land office and shall 
make an affidavit that he is an actual 
resident of the county and State or 
Territory in which the land is situated, 
and that he has not entered into any 
contract or agreement of relinquish- 
ment of the entry he may make, and 
that he has no present or prospective 
purpose of making any such relin- 
quishment and offering it for sale as 
a matter of traffic. Relinquishment 
of entries made under the provisions 
of the timber culture laws shall be 
deemed prima facie evidence that 
such entries were made for specula- 
tive purposes and not in good faith, as 
required by law, and such entries 
shall thereupon be liable to cancella- 
tion by the Commissioner of the Gen- 
eral Land Office, and the land cov- 
ered thereby shall be deemed subject 
to entry by the first legal applicant. 


An Extra Session Possible. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 22. 

It is learned upon good authority 
that Senator Davis will resign upon 
the 3d of March, in time to allow his 
siccessor to be elected without re- 
quiring an extra session. It is under- 
stood that Senator Davis resigns with 
the stipulation that the present organ- 
ization of officers of the Senate, which 
is controlled by thé Democrats, 
shall not be disturbed until the regu- 
lar session next December.

A MATTER OF INTEREST.
